United States Gunboats Would 


Have Bombarded Havana. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Oct. 80.—For three 


hours last Friday the United States and 
bpain were on the brink of war, and the 
threatening situation was only relieved 
when the Spanish authorities ignomin- 
pnsly backed down and allowed the Vig- 
Uancia to proceed to sea with Senor Angel 
* ernandez still on board. When the Vig- 
ilancia put into Havana the Spanish au- 
thorities demanded the surrender of Fer- 
nandez, a Mexican. The Spaniards al- 
leged that Fernandez was not a Mexican, 
but a subject of Spain. 


Commander John Mclntosh, of the Vig- 


Uancia, refused to surrender Fernandez. 
Ihen the Spanish authorities told Mcln- 
tosh that if the Vigilancia attempted to 
«o to sea with Fernandez on board she 
would be sunk by the guns of Moro Gas- 
, 


tie. Captain Mclntosh immediately laid | 
the matter before Consul General Lee, I 
who complimented the captain on his 
bravery and told him fco take the Vigil- 
ancia to sea when he pleased. Consul Gen- 
eral Lee was greatly enraged at the threat 
to sink the Vigilancia, and is reported to 
have said to Captain Mclntosh: 


'If the guns of Moro Castle sink your 


snip American warships will be bombard- 
ing Havana in a few days." 


Captain Mclntosh returned to the Vigi- 


lancia and Consul Lee informed Weyler 
that the vessel was going to sea, and that 
It any attempt was made to take off Fer- 
nandez, or that if the vessel was fired upon 
bpain must take the consequences. Weyler 
immediately summoned a cabinet council, 
and while this council was considering 
-the matter the Vigilancia began to weigh 
anchor. The Spanish officials on board 
protested, but Captain Mclntosh said in 
vigorous language: "D 
your objec- 


tions. My ship has been cleared. Mv con- 
sul has told me to go to sea. I am going 
and I dare you to try to prevent me. Get 
off my ship." 


With that the Yankee roughly shoved 


the Spaniards into the waiting boats, and 
the Vigilancia. flying the stars and stripes 
started for the mouth of the harbor, which 
te<K»mmanded.by the guns of Moro castle. 
Slowly the Vigilancia entered the mouth 
of the harbor, and then it was noticed that 
the guns of Moro castle were turned on 
the ship. The Vigilancia repeatedly sig- 
nalled Moro castle: "lam going to sea" 
but no answer came from the fort until 
the vessel was in blue water, and then the 
Spaniards ran up the signal which means 
Qoottbye." 
It issaid that Weyler is furious over the 


departure of the vessel and Consul Lee's 
course. It is stated Weyler ordeied the 
commandant of Moro to sink the Vigilan- 
cia, but that at the last moment he yielded 
to theentreaties of his cabinet and counter- 
manded the order.

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SPAIN BACKED DOWN. 


tJnited States Gunboats Would 
Have Bombarded Havana, 


K ey W est, Fla., Oct. 20.—For three 
hours last Friday the United States and 
Spain were on the brink of war, and the 
threatening situation was only relioved 
when tho Spanish authorities ignoinin- 
ously backed down and allowed the Vig­ 
ilancia to proceed to sea with Sonor Angel 
Fernandoz still on board. When tho Vig­ 
ilancia put into Havana tho Spanish au­ 
thorities demanded the surrender of Fer­ 
nandoz, a Mexican. The Spaniards al­ 
leged that Fernandez was not a Mexican, 
but a subjeot of Spain. 


Commander John McIntosh, of the Vig­ 
ilancia, rofusect to surrender Fernandoz. 
Then the Spanish authorities told McIn­ 
tosh that if tho Vigilancia attempted to 
go to sea with Fornandez on board she 
would bo sunk by tho guns of Moro Cas­ 
tle. Captain McIntosh immediately laid 
tho matter before Consul General Lee, 
who complimented the captain on his 
bravery and told him to take tho Vigil­ 
ancia to sea when ho pleased. Consul Gon- 
cral Lee was greatly enraged at tho threat 
to sink tho Vigilancia, and is reported to 
havo said to Captain McIntosh: 


“If tho guns of Moro Castle sink your 
ship American warships will bo bombard- 
. ing Havana in a few days.” 


Captain McIntosh returned to tho Vigi­ 
lancia and Consul Leo informed Weylor 
that the vessel was going to sea, and that 
If any attempt was made to take off Fer­ 
nandez, or that if tho vessel was ilred upon 
Spain must take tho consequences. Weyler 
immediately summoned a cabinet council, 
and while this council was considering 
the matter the Vigilancia bogan to weigh 
anchor. The Spanish officials on board 
protested, but Captain McIntosh said in 
vigorous language: 
“D----- your objec­ 
tions. My ship has been cleai’ed. My con­ 
sul has told me to go to sea. I am going, 
and I dare you to try to prevent me. 
Get 
off my ship.” 


“With that tho Yankee roughly shoved 
the Spaniards into the waiting boats, and 
the Vigilancia, flying tho stars and stripes, 
started for tho mouth of tho harbor,which 
lfl commanded by tho guns of Moro castle. 
Slowly tho Vigilancia entered tho mouth 
of tho harbor, and then it was noticed that 
tho guns of Moro castlo wero turned on 
the ship. The Vigilancia repeatedly sig­ 
nalled Moro castlo: 4*I am going to sea,” 
but no answer came from tho fort until 
tho vessel was in blue water, and then tho 
Spaniards ran up tho signal which means 
"Good bye.” 


It is said that Weyler is furious over the 
departure of tho vessel and Consul Lee’s 
course. It is stated Weyler ordeied tho 
commandant of Moro to sink the Vigilan­ 
cia, but that at the last moment ho yielded 
to the entreaties of his cabinet and counter­ 
manded the order. 


Thofte Slippery Filibusters. 


K ey W est. Fla., Oct. 20.— Another ex­ 
pedition is undoubtedly off for Cuba. On 
Saturday night the steamer Cora, in tow, 
with 200 tons of coal in sacks, left hero on 
a wrecking voyage. But it is now believed 
that she mot tho steamer Throe Friends at 
Loggerhead Key, about eighty miles from 
hero, and transferred tho coal and about 
forty tons of dynamito. Dr. Castillo and 
C. Silva, who have been on former filibus­ 
tering voyages in tho Throe Friends, ar­ 
rived in this city Friday vorv mysteriously 
and left on tho Mascotto Saturday night 
for Tampa.

The remarkable advance 
in bicycle construction, including the 
use of light flee] frame?, ball bearings 
and pneumatic tires, has been an im- 
portant factor in bringing aboat this 
result, a development almost as im- 
portant in its bearing upon social con- 
ditions aa was the invention of the 
steam locomotive. And, after all, the 
steam railway is only sixty-five years

My father, Kubino Vineetti, who 


had died in my very early infancy, 
had been of Sicilian birth, but my 
mother was English, and I had always 
resided in England and was a thor- 
ough Englishman in my habits, al- 
though I took after my father in fea- 
tures, and, as I could speak Italian 
like a native, I was often taken for 
one.

MOISTCEE IN ORCHARDS. 


I believe I have settled on a plan by 


which the peach and apple orchard 
can be liberally supplied with moisture 
during the long dronthy months of 
summer—at least I feel like urging 
farmers to give it a thorough trial. 


it is well known that water passes 


up through the capillary passages of 
the earth by attraction and adhesion, 
and that wherever these passages are 
broken up or cut off by any substance 
the water will stop and remain there 
until it caii escape in some other way. 


The value of straw manure as a mulch 


lies in the facfc that it is dense and 
contains few or no passages through 
which the water will pass. 
If then we 


could 'plow 
under this manure so 


that the ground under the farrow- 
would be entirely covered by it with- 
out a break, the water would come up 
to this line and stop until the tree 
could take it up. If the ground was 
rich enough clean straw would do, and 
if this could not be obtained the 
orchard should be plowed at once 
flad sown to rye and this can be 
plowed under early iu May, and the 
same results be obtained. 


The furrow should be turned flat 


and no jointer used on the plow and 
the chain used to draw the rye or straw 
under should be so adjusted that the 
furrow will be filled clear to the edges, 


- for wherever the soil turned under 


comes in contact with that below it, 
, capillary attraction will work perfect! v 
and the water pass up to the surface 
to be carried off by the sun and wind. 
The question might be raised as to 
why this straw could not be placed on 
top. 
The answer is that it would not 


be thick enough to protect the water 
from the sun and wind, while less than 
a half-inch under the furrow will de- 
stroy the capillary passages and retain 
the moisture near the roots of the tree. 
We can use the surface earth to shut 
off the wind and sun. The tests I have 
made the last year have convinced me 
this plan will be entirely successful if 
carefully carried out. Not only is 
moisture conserved, butall careful cul- 
tivatorc have long since discovered 
that the true way to maintain fertility 
is to keep something growing on the 
ground all the time to take up and 
hold escaping nitrates and ward off 
the rays of the sun which eo quickly 
burn the humus out of the soil. 
- If rye is used it should be sown in 
September and a light dressing of 
manure added to secure a good growth.

wheat and turn their attention to 
some other better paying crop. If the 
farmer decides that he must raise 
wheat, he must study the conditions 
under whicu it can be done at a profit. 
With the improved machinery of the 
present day the cost of production is 
greatly lessened, and if, with improved 
culture and seed, he can produce two 
heads of wheat containing twice or 
thrice the number of grains where but 
one head formerly grew, the question 
is readily solved. 
Where fifteen to 


twenty bushels of wheat were pro- 
duced, which sold for from eighty 
cents to §1 a bushel, the only remedy 
now is to double the yield under the 
conditions n*ined. and the profit side 
looms up grandly. 
Bat can this be 


done? 
What one man has accom- 


plished another can do under like cir- 
cumstances, and if friend Terry can 
raise from forty to fifty bushels per 
acre, as he did last year, others can 
do likewise under like conditions. The 
thing to do, then, is to farm better. 
Not quit the raising of wheat, bnt to j 
raise it under more favorable condi- 
tions, and, instead, of overcropping, 
put in half the number of acres at half 
the expense and double the crop with 
like increase of profits.

to keep in line of successful api- 
culture. 


A great number of queens are annu- 


ally imported from Italy into this 
country, and the cheap methods of ob- 
taining them at present afford almost 
any one an opportunity to breed from 
imported queens. Queensare mailable, 
the same as ordinary merchandise, 
hence the cost of transportation is but 
a trifle and the cost of queens in Italy 
at present does not exceed the price at 
which they are raised here. 


It is an easy matter to detect 


colonies that gather the most honey. 
It is true that the condition of the 
colony has much to do with it; and 
colonies that are strongest in num- 
bers will always gather 
the most 


honey. Hence this would not be a 
fair test of the business qualities of 
any colony, and to arrive at the facts 
in this particular it would be neces- 
sary to consider the condition of the 
colonies in this respect. 


There are many gcod points worthy 


of notice in breeding bees. There 
are colonies more inclined to swarm 
than others, and it is preferable to 
have the non-swarmers. 
No surplus 


honey is the result of excessive swarm- 
ing, and the largest honey crops are 
obtained with bnt little, if any, in- 
crease. 
If any increase is allowed at 


all, it is in case of extremely strong 
stocks which, if separated, would per- 
haps store more honey. 


Laying qualities of a queen is an- 


other important point, and one on , 
which the welfare of the colony en- 
tirely depends. 
Some queens are j 


much more prolific layers than others, I 
and wih fill up their hive with young j 
brood when the right time of season \ 
arrives, whilo others occupy much j 
less territory for the brood nest, and | 
a shortage- in the working force of j 
bees is the result. 
Some queens be- j 


gin to lay very early in the spring, ' 
and again some are later in com- j 
mencing. bnt with this the condition j 
of the colony has much to do. 


Gentleness is another very desirable 


point, and the erratic disposition of ! 
some colonies makes it quite a task to 
handle them. 
They should cot be al- 


lowed to rear queens oj to produce 
drones, and the queen should be de- 
stroyed and replaced with another.— 
Kansas Farmer.

fuls are one pint; eignt large teaspoon- 
fuls are one gill; four large teaspoou- 
fuls are half a gill; four gills are one 
pint; two pints are one quart; four 
quarts are one gallon; one common- 
sized tumbler holds half a pint; a com- 
mon-sized wine glass holds half a gill; 
B teacup holds one gill; a large wine 
glass holds one gill ;'n tablespoonful is 
half an ounce; ten drops are equal to 
one teaspooni'ul; four teaspoonfuls are 
equal to one tablespoonful.

water and one teaspoonfnl of salt 
in a large bowl; take three and one- 
half caps of Graham flour: take it up 
by handfnls, holding it high over the 
bowl, which should stand in a current 
of air, and sprinkle slowly into the 
ice-water, beating all the while; then 
pour into the very hot rings, put at 
once into a very hot oven and bake 
abont thirty-five minutes. 


Baked Bananas—Strip off one-third 


of the skin of each banana, and with 
a spoon loosen the remainder from 
the frnit; arrange in a baking dish 
the stripped sides uppermost; on 
each lay one-half of a teaspoonful ol 
butter in bits and sprinkle with one 
teaspoonful of sugar aud one-half ol 
a teaspoonfnl of lemon juice. Bake 
twenty minutes in a hot oven. The 
bananas may be entirely stripped, if 
desired, but the skin contains consid- 
erable pectin, which it is well to have.

The river, 
by gradually cutting out the Kentucky 
bank, had worn off a narrow strip of 
land, until one bright morning several 
people who lived on this side of the 
line woke up to find themselves on the 
other side. 
In other words, the swift 
current had washed away the nec!: of 
earth which made the extreme south­ 
western corner ot this State a part 
of the commonwealth of KentucJcv, 
The section of territory thus separated 
from its parent, as it were, is ten miles 
long and five miles wide—quite a good 
mouthful to take in at one bite, even 
for the greedy Mississippi.

Right at the 
State line the river forms a loop about 
ten miles long. 
The loop extends up 
into Fulton County. The swift stream 
has simply drawn this noose tight and 
formed an island out of what was 
formerly a peninsula. 
Hickman is 
tho closest town of any aize to the 
place where all this land making oc­ 
curred. 
Darnell, a little hamlet over 
in Obion County, Tennessee, is quite 
near the spot. 


The boundary line between Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee has always been 
rather complicated down about Island 
No, 10, owing to the peculiar bend in 
the Mississippi mentioned above. The 
lakes, bayous and sloughs which bisect 
that eorner of Fulton County in all 
directions also serve to mix matters. 
The biting off of such a large strip of 
soil will add to the general confusion, 
and the question may arise as to 
whether “ Little Kentucky” will here­ 
after belong to the domain of the 
volunteer State or still be a part and 
parcel of the dark and bloody ground.

Professor Yon Bezold some 
time ago showed that for BavariA the 
fires due to lightning increased from a 
yearly average of thirty-two in 1833 
to 1843 to 132 in 1880 to 1882, while 
the number of persons struck by light­ 
ning and of those killed rose from 134 
and seventy-three respectively in 1855 


r to 186 and 161 in 1885. 
An interest­ 
ing fact notea is that persons struck 
generally perceive neither lightning 
nor thunder, but receive the impres 
sion of being enveloped by fiie. 
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Everybody knows that abroad, and 
especially in France, horseless car­ 
riages have been used with entire suc­ 
cess, and the long distance trials be­ 
tween the capital and Bordeaux have 
amply demonstrated the fact that the 
new class of gasoline motors are both 
practical and 
efficient. 
It may 
not be so 
well known that 
our 
American mechanics are 
also ac­ 
tively engaged upon tho problem, but 
an examination of a recent numbur of 
a trade periodical devoted to the in­ 
terests of automobile locomotion re­ 
veals the astonishing fact that no 
fewer than thirty-five manufacturers 
are preparing to place self*propelling 
¿carriages upon the market during tho 
coming year. 
In the same number 
are described and illustrated 
over 
eighty plans for the application of 
power for street and road propulsion, 
the vurious systems, including steam, 
electricity, both storage and dynamic, 
coiled springs, and oil and gas engines. 
It is true that the recent road trials 
at Chicago and Yonkers were not re­ 
markably successful, but enough has 
been 
accomplished to 
show that 
‘horseless locomotion is a possibility 
in the near future, and with the ex­ 
tension of the good roads system it is 
a certainty. 
The remarkable advance 
jn bicycle construction, including the

Secretary of War Lamont has made 
no more popular innovation during 
his incumbency of the war portfolio 
than his new regulation concerning 
the lowering of the National colors on 
military posts at sunset.

the sunset gun, but its descent is 
marked with a dignity and decorum be- 
coming the country’s ensign.

a teacup holds one gill; a large wine 
glass holds one gill; a tablespoonful is 
half an ounce; ten drops aro equal to 
one teaspoonful; four teaspoonfuls are 
equal to ono tablespoonful.

RECIPES. 


Baked Pears—.Pare and*coro five 
large, sweet pears without dividing; 
place them in a baking dish and fill 
each pear with a teaspoonful of sugar; 
add a little water and bak* until per­ 
fectly tender. Serve with sweet eream. 


Codfish Salad—Salt codfish salad is 
very nice for luncheon in hot weather. 
Soak about a pound of fish over 
night, boil and set away to become 
cold; just before serving time llako 
the fish, removing all the bones and 
skin; arrange on a bed of tender 
lettuce and pour over a mayonnaise 
dressing. 


Almond Cake—Cream one-half cup 
of butter, add gradually oue cup of 
sugar and one small half-teaspoonful 
of almond extract; mix and sift one 
cup of flour, one-half a cup of corn­ 
starch and one level teaspoonful of 
baking powder; add alternately with 
one-half cup of milk to tho first mix­ 
ture; beat the whites of three eggs 
until stiif; acul and stir in carefully. 
Bake in a moderate oven. 


Hygienic Muffins—Grease the muf­ 
fin rings and put them in an oven to 
get very hot. 
Put two cups of ice- 
water and one teaspoonful of salt 
in a large bowl; take three and one- 
half cups of Graham flour; take it up 
by handfuls, holding it high over the 
bowl, which should stand in a current 
of air, and sprinkle slowly into the 
ice-water, beating all the while; then 
pour into the very hot rings, j-mt at 
once Into a very hot oven and bake 
about thirty-five minutes. 


Baked Bananas—Strip off one-third 
of the skin of each banana, and with 
a spoon loosen the remainder from 
the fruit; arrange in a baking dish 
the stripped sides uppermost; on 
each lay one-half of a teaspoonful oi 
butter in bits and sprinkle with one 
teaspoonful of sugar and one-half ol 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice. 
Bake 
twenty minutes in a hot oven, 
Tho 
bananas may be entirely stripped, if 
desired, but the skin contains conaidr 
erable pectin, which it is well to have.

Eating Slowly. 


The opinion that hurry in eating is 


a prolific cause of dyspepsia is found- 
ed on common observation. The ill 
results of bolting food have been at- 
tributed to the lack of thorough mas- 
tication and to the incomplete action 
of the saliva upon the food. 
IVo- 


thirds of the food which we eat is 
starch, and starch cannot be utilized 
iu the system as food, until it has been 
converted into ngar, and this change 
is principally effected by the saliva. 
Bat there is a third reason why rapid- 
ity of eating interferes with digestion. 
The presence of the salivary secretion 
in the stomach acts as a stimulus to 
the secretion of the gastric juice. Ir- 
respective of the mechanical function 
of the teeth, food which goes into tho 
stomach incompletely mingled with 
saliva passes slowly and imperfectly 
through the process of stomach diges- 
tion. Therefore, as a sanitary maxim 
of no mean value, teach the children 
to ect slowly, and in giving this in- 
struction by example, tne teacher, as 
well ns the papi3, may receive benefit 
—Troy Times,

The women who are fighting for the 


Cuban cause are not the first women 
who have fought the Spaniards in 
battle.

town. 
When in 1572 Don Frederic, 


at the head of a large army, besieged 
Haarlem, among the garrison that 
defended the town were 301 women, 
"a most efficient corps," says Motley, 
"armed with sword, musket and dag- 
ger. Their chief, Kenau Hasselaer, 
was a widow of distinguished family 
and unblemished reputation, about 
forty-seven years of age, who, at the 
head of her amazous participated in 
many of the fiercest contested actions 
of the siege." Seven years later, at 
the siege of Maestricht, the woman were 
of great assistance in making mines, 
enrolling themselves into companies 
under the direction of officers, or 


mine mistresses," astliey were called. 


The service they rendered was inesti- 
mable. At the repulse of the Span- 
iards from the walls of Alkmaar wo- 
men, and even children, exhibited a 
!i!;e courage, assisting their husbands 
and fathers in the desperate defense, 
while at Antwerp "multitudes of wo- 
men of all ranks were at work upon 
the lines marked out by the engineer." 
History, indeed, gives many examples 
or such heroism, among which may be 
mentioned the brave conduct of the 
women at the defense of Saragossa in 
1808, when they took the places of 
their slain husbands or brothers at 
the

Wood EnjrraviEjj. 


The invention of wood engraving, like 


that of gunpowder, has been claimed 
cor the Chinese, whose books hive cer- 
tainly been printed for ages from en- 
praved blocks. It has even been as- 
serted that the art of cutting figures 
n relief and printing impressions of 
them on paper was known and prac- 
ticed by that nation as early as the 


• reign of the renowned Emperor Wu- 
Wing, 1120 B. C. There is no doubt 
that wood stamps were used by the 
ancient Egyptians and Romans for 
stamping bricks, and other 
articles 


1 made of clay; and that wood and metal 
stamps of monograms, etc., were used 
In various European countries for at- 
testing deeds and other documents, at 
i very early period, when writing was 
considered an extraordinary accom- 
plishment, even for princes. It was not 
however, until the beginning of the 
Sfteenth century that any evidences of 
tvood engraving, as understood at this 
lay, were found. The earliest print of 
tvhich any certain information can be 
>btained Is that discovered in one of 
the most ancient convents of Germany, 
(vhich represents St. Christopher carry.' 
tog the infant Savior across the sea 
md is dated 1423. This art was em- 
ployed in illustrating many of the early 
Editions of the Bible, and with rapid 
itrides has at length reached a degree 
»r perfection which is truly wonderful, 
is may be seen by reference to numer- 
jus works to be found in libraries or 
books, the lights and shades and other 
ninutiae of the engravings comparing 
favorably with those done upon steel 
>r copper. 


Land Lavrs and Irrigation. 


The Louiestetd law in a. misnomer in 


the arid region. It bids the citizen 
to go out and maintain himself for a 
certain period on Jandjivhich, in spite 
of its 
incomparable fertility, can 


scarcely maintain a prairie dog or a 
rabbit until it has been artificially 
watered. 
The desert laud law is even 


more cruel ana grotesque, because it 
not only bids thb citizen to make a 
borne, but 1o turn the coarse of u riv- 
er, and so furnish himsol* with a com- 
plete system of irrigation before he 
can acquire title. 
The first Ja<v as- 


sumes that the new settler can live on 
climate and sage brush. The second 
law assumes that he possesses a cash 
capital suilicitnt to start a National 
bank. 
Both lnws would be jokes if 


they were not calamities. It is un- 
questionably true that this legislation 
was enacted in good faith, and sup- 
posedly in the interest of the settler, 
by the large majority of those whose 
votes put it upon the statute book. 
But it was born of ignorance, and the 
time has come when it should die of 
enlightenment. 


The arid region is now needed as an 


outlet for a redundant and increasing 
population. 
Its potentialities have 


been demonstrated in a hundred val- 
leys, and there is no longer excuse for 
delaying the iormulation of a policy 
adapted to the peculiar condition of 
nearly one-half of the continent and 
quite one-third of the United States. 
The fact that some progress has been 
made under present laws is duo to the 
supreme attractions of the arid region 
and the absolute necessity of a little 
agriculture to feed other industries. 
But there can be no great, development 
until the whole system of legislation 
and administration, as applied to Wes- 
tern resources, is radically reformed. 
The land laws as they stand to-day make 
perjury and fraud almost indispensa- 
ble conditions of progress, or they 
prohibit progress altogether.—North 
American Review.

The Italians only, of ail the Latin 


peoples, developed a tendency to mi- 
gration almost equal to that of tha 
Anglo-Saxons. 
The history of tho 


peninsula for more than 2000 years 
past, with the enormous invasions of 
Germanic tribes, may perhaps furnish 
an explanation of this phenomenon. 
Emigration of Italians to the -western 
continent on a larger scale only be- 
came possible with the great develop- 
ment of oceanic steamship service in 
the last few decades, and until a very 
recent date such immigration into tho 
United States was very much smaller 
than that into the southern part of 
the western continent, especially the 
Argentine Republic. Bat while the 
tendency to migration may be inborn 
in Nations, it can never come into 
practical operation, but by urgent 
reasons based upon political or com- 
mercial conditions. 


Poor Italy had snfTured perpetually 


from misrule and bloody wars and 
consequent commercial depression. 
United Italy, only a little more than 
quarter ot n century in existence, 
could not as yet succeed in seen ring 
safety, peace and welfare to her sub- 
jects. 
Unsettled in her nuances, nn- 


der the bane of a violent conflict with j 
her church, with the pretentious of a j 
great power, but without means to , 
bear the burdens of her ambition, she 
furnished the basis of a large emigra- < 
tion. Her Government, 
absolutely 


unable to offset the disturbances of 
the political and financial welfare of 
her^ subjects, refrained from opposing 
such emigration, aud has even seem- 
ingly favored it.—New York Mail and 
Express.

The Invention of wood engraving, like 
that of gunpowder, has been claimed 
for the Chinese, whose books have cer­ 
tainly been printed for ages from en­ 
graved blocks. 
It has even been as* 
sorted that the art of cutting figures 
In relief and printing Impressions oi 
them on paper was known and prac­ 
ticed by that nation as early as the 
reign of the renowned Emperor Wu- 
Wing, 1320 B. C. 
There is no doubt 
that wood stamps were used by the 
ancient Egyptians aud Romans for 
stamping bricks, and other 
articles 
> tnade of clay; and that wood and metal 
itamps of monograms, etc., were used 
In various European countries for at­ 
testing deeds and other documents, at 
i very early period, when writing was 
considered an extraordinary accom­ 
plishment, even for princes. It was not, 
However, until the beginning of the 
afteenth century that any evidences of 
tvood engraving, as understood at this 
lay, were found. The earliest print of 
tv hi eh any certain information can be 
>btained is that discovered in one of 
die most ancient convents of Germany, 
tvhich represents St. Christopher carry- 
ng the infant Savior across the sea, 
tnd is dated 1423. 
This art was em­

editions of the Bible, and with rapid 
strides has at length reached a degree 
*r perfection which is truly wonderful, 
ts may be seen by reference to numer­ 
ous works to be found in libraries or

iJnited States G-unboats Would 
Have Bombarded Havana, 


K E Y WEST, Fla.. Cot. 20.—For thrco 
hours last Friday tho United States and 
Spain wore on tho brink of war, and tho 
threatonlng situation was only rellovod 
when tho Spanish authorities ignomin- 
ously backed down and allowed the Vig- 
ilancia to proceed to sea with Sonor Aneel 
Fernandez still on board. When tho Vig- 
llanoia put Into Havana tho Spanish au- 
thorities demanded the surrender of Fer- 
nandex, a Mexican. The Spaniards al- 
leged that Fernandez was not a Mexican, 
but a subject of Spain. 


Commander John Mcintosh, of tho Vig- 
ilancia, refnsea to surrender Fornandoz:. 
Thou the Spanish authorities told Mcin- 
tosh that If tho Vlgilancia attempted to 
go to eea with Forniindez on board she 
would bo sunk by tho guns of More Cas- 
tlo. Captain Mcintosh immediately laid 
tho matter before Consul General Lee, 
who complinionted tho captain on his 
bravery and told him to take tho Vigil- 
ancia to sea when ho pleased. Consul Gen- 
eral Lee was greatly enraged at the threat 
to sink tho Vlgilancia, and is reported to 
have said to Captain Mcintosh: 


"If tho guns of Moro Castle sink your 
ship American warships will bo bombard- 
. ing Havana in a few days.*'

My father, Rubino "Vincefcti, who 
had died in my very early infancy, 
had been of Sicilian birth, but my 
mother was English, and I had always 
resided in England and was a thor- 
ough Englishman in my habits, al- 
though I took after my father in fea- 
tures, and, as I could speak Italian 
like n native, I was often taken for 
one. 


For a young man of twenty-throe to 
be told that he is not to go to a certain 
place is rather likely to send him 
there, as it ie "daring" him to do so, 
and had I had any desire to go to 
Sicily I fear that, even then, 
my 
mother's repetition of my father's 
warning would not have prevented 
me.

Baked Pears—Fare and^Jcoro five 
large, sweet pears without dividing; 
place them in a baking dish and fill 
each pear with a teaspoonful of sugar; 
add a little water and bak# until per- 
fectly tender. Serve with sweet eream. 


Codfish Salad—Salt codfish salad is 
very nice for luncheon in hot weather. 
Soak about a pound of fish over 
night, boil and set away to become 
cold; just before serving time fiake 
the lish, removing all the bones and 
skin; arrange on a bed of tender 
lettuce and pouL* over a mayonnaise 
dressing. 


Almond Cake—Cream one-half cup 
of butter, add gradually one cup of 
sugar and one small half-teaspoonful 
of almond extract; mis: and sifb one 
cup of ilour, one-half a cup of corn- 
starch and one level teaspoonful of 
baking ¡jowder; add alternately with 
one-hulf cup of milk to tho first mix- 
ture; beat the whites of three eggs 
until stiif; acid and stir in carefully, 
Hako in a moderate oven. 


Hygienic MuiSns—Grease the muf- 
fin rings and put them in an oven to 
get very hot. 
Put two cups of ice- 
water and one teaspoonful of salt 
in a large bowl; take three and one- 
half cups of Graham iiour: take it up 
by handfuls, holding it high over the 
bowl, which should stand in a current 
of air, and sprinkle slowly into the 
ice-water, beating all the while; then 
jjour into the very hot rings, put at 
once Into a very hot oven and bake 
about thirty-live minutes. 


Baked Bananas—Strip oif one-third 
of the skin of each banana, and with 
a spoon loosen the remainder from 
the fruit; arrange in a baking dish 
the 
striijped sides uppermost; on 
each lay one-half of a teaspoonful oi 
butter in bits and sprinkle with one 
teaspoonful of sugar aud one-half ol 
B, teaspoonful of lemon juice. 
Bake 
twenty minutes in a hot oven, 
Tho 
bananas may be entirely stripped, if 
desired, but the skin contains conaidr 
erable pectin, which it is well to have.

'*We who believe in a basis for our 
financial transactions sufficiently broad 
for tho.se transactions to rest upon, believe 
In a sounder flnancial system than those 
who advocate a gold standard and a finan- 
cial system based upon gold alone when 
you cannot get the gold to fui^ish your 
foundatloA. We not only believe In sound 
money, but we tell you what wo moan by 
sound money and do not play the hypo- 
crite by talking about sound monoy and 
then refusing to explain what the term 
means. 


"He wants thoso who are going to vote 
for the advancement of our people's inter- 
^'osts and general prosperity to display the 
flag. My friends, we believe that free coin- 
age of silver, the openi^ng of the mints to 
the free coinage of sliver at 16 to 1, with- 
out waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation on earth, means the advance- 
ment of the interests of the people and 
general prosperity, and therefore wo can 
join with these men In displaying the 
American flag and let it be known to the 
country that we are standing by the flag, 
and that we are not asking foreign na- 
tions what that flag shall mean."
